TYPHOON ON THE-fOAST. 

The béisterous weather experienced in 
Shanghai on the 3st ult. led to the general 
impression that a typhoon was ne. at 
sea, and the reports of vessels that have 
since arrived show that such was, the fact. 
But happily, however, only one vessel has 
yet arrived that’ was serioudy: imperiled, 
and after hearing the tale she tells of her 
rough experiences, her escape from being a 
total wreck, with no one to tell the tale, is 
nothing short of marvellous in the extreme. 
We rofor to the Mitsu Bisbi Mail Bteamehip 
Company's steamer Genkai Maru, Captain 
George Conner. She left Nagasaki late on 
tho night of the 29th of July,-and had 
favourable weather, fresh breezes. and pass- 
ing clouds, until the morning of the 3let, 
when the wind freshened from the East with. 
a strong 6.E. awell, but the sun was shining 
with passing clouds only: occasionally. 
About ten o'clock in the forenoon the’ bar- 
"ometer began to fall, and the weather sud- 
denly changed with every indication of a 
typhoon coming | from the southward.

generally ; but the hull of the vessel, We are 
informed, is not strained in the least.

Mr 
Mayo W. Hazeltine—a writer whose name 
we have not had the pleasure of meeting 
with before, but hope that we may meet 
with again before long—bas discussed tho

Inereas- 
ed familiarity with the navy shows other 
advantages, Clothes of admirable quality 
are supplied at far leas than what they would 
cost onshore; tho pay is sure; a certain 
Kamount of leave is given. on fall pay; 
wages aro not stopped duripg sickness unless 
{t be very prolonged, and. even then timo 
counts forthe pension. Here is the greatest 
advantage. of all; at the end of twenty 
years’ servic? as,a man (for service as a boy 
does not count) a man-of-war seaman finds 
himself posseazed for lifo of an inconis 
equal to that. afforded by the best scale of 
wages on board morchant ships, All these 
are great inducemen’s to good men ; and 
it cannot be said that they havo failed of 
their object. ~A finer body of men wore 
never collected together than the blue. 
jackets of our navy, and.they are. well worth 
what the country gives for them. Ono 
drawback thera is to all their advantages, 
and.it is quite sufficient to frighten away 
men who have once become thoroughly 
accustomed to the life of a merchant ship;

From.what is here said it will be seen

But, 
sontiment apart, it is worth while asking 
what are the reasons for English-reserve in 
this reapect, and if, or how far, this reserve 
is justified, Mr Hazaltine is of ppinion 
that the snubbing which his. countrywomen 
in the International Episode got trom the 
English ladies of rank was no moro than 
might have been fairly expected, The 
same snubbing, he implies, would have 
been administered to English ladies of all 
but the highest class who aspired to ally 
themselves with future Duke.

Nor, further, is it true that the American 
ladies in question would have got ia all 
likelihood a much_frapker welcome from 
English people afew pegs. lower down, if 
one must’ use the phrase, on the: social 
ladder. All that was known of them was 
thatthey were gcod-lookin:, well-m .nnered, 
and well-dressed, and that the young gentle- 
manu who_was in love with one of them had 
passed some time very plessgntly at their 
house, A mother need not be a duchess to 
bo aby of lavishing invitations on strangers 
under sych ¢ircymstances. And if the 
Americin young lady had gaid “Jet us go,” 
for ‘“‘auppoze we go,”.or a “‘quarter to

To. begin with,” he would say, 
‘it is not universally true that Americans 
are excluded from English homes, Thero 
are quite enough instances of. Americans who 
have been cordially: welcomed, and have 
won @ high position both in the fashionable 
and in the rational classes of English so- 
ciety, to dispel any faticy that you. may 
havo that there is a feeling againat-you on 
the ground of your nationality, There is 
none. On the contrary, if you aro person- 
ally:.acceptable, and .if your credentials 
are satisfactory, and Sf you take half 
the trouble to know us that we take to 
know one another, you will find that the 
fact of your. being American will tell very 
h-in-your-favou sa-ate-e 8 
foreigners to be made welcome, and to be 
well treated on that score; and at the same 
time you are allied to us so closely that you 
can upderstand us as no other foreigners 
cau. Fucther, you must remember what 
our national character is and what our 
sccial usages sro, Nearly all of us are 
conscious of a certain reserve towérda 
strangers. We are ao constituted; and 
there’s -an end of it. It keeps us apart 
from one another, and yon must not be 
surprised if it tends to keep us apart from 
you. Further, it is one thing to introduce 
a stranger into an.American home-and 
auother to introduce him into-an Knglish 
home.’ Wo take the inviting of people to 
our house to mean more and to pledge us 
to more. We baye not—unfortunately, as 
many of us think—the same ease and 
simplicity of sccial life that you have, It 
gives us a great deal more troublo: and 
expense to entertain you and treat you as 
we would wish to treat. you, and as it ix 
our habit to treat those whom we entertain 
at all, than is the caso on your side of the 
Atlantio—especially as we generally travel 
singly in America and travel ‘commonly in

Postmaaters are not hound to give change, 
nor are they authorised to demand change ; 
and when motiey is paid at a Post Oftice, 
whether as change or otherwise, no question 
as to its right amcunt, goodness, or weight 
can be entertained after it has been removed 
from ‘he counter, 

Postmasters are not bound to welgh any 
letters or other packets for the public, but 
they may do so if their duly be not thereby 
impeded. 


- The practice of sealing letters passing to 
and from the East and West Indies, and 
other countries with hot climates, with wax 
(except such as is specially prepared), is 
attended with much inconvenience, and 
frequently with serious injury, not only to 
the letters so sealed but to the other letters 
in the mail, from the melting of the wax and 
adhesion of the letters {o each other. The 
public are therefore recommended, ‘in all 
such cases, to ugcelther wafers or gum, and 
to adviae their correspondents in the coun. 
tries referred to, to do the same. 


The registration of & packet makes its 

,usmission much more secure,-inaemuch 
Vas, under—ordinary—circumstances;a-Topis- 
tered packet can be traced through its whole 
course; ard thus the loss ‘of a registered 
packet isa very rare occurrence. Neverthe- 
Jess Jarge sums of money or other articles 
of great value should not be sent through 
the post, even if the packet be registered; aa 
the machinery of the Department is not 
arranged with a view to such transmission. 
By law, the Poat. Office is not rerponsible 
for the safe delivery of registered packets ; 
though any officer who may neglect his 
duty on this point will be called to atrict 
account, Sent in unregistered letters, valu- 
able articles are exposed to risk, and offera 
temptation which ought not to be created ; 
and the Department cannot in any way 
undertake thé safe conveyance of such 
packets. All inland or colonial letters, 
therefore, which contain coin, and all
